and since my first visit a level has been extended east about 8 fathoms on the north 

orfootwall of the lode. The first 4 fathoms yielded stones of mixed mundic and 
ore, ina branch or leader 4 or 5 in. wide, and then a branch from where the flookan 
crossed the level obliquely from north west to south-east, having a leader of similar 
ore and mundie, increased to 6 in. wide in the back, and 14 to 16 in. in the bottom 
of the level, from which some 3 or 4 tons of ore have been broken, and are now at 
surface. At the 36 fathom level also some trials by cutting into the lode, as also 
driving by the side of its south wall, have been partially carried out, but with no very 
satisfactory result; and I would advise generally to explore on the north rather 
than on the south wall of either of these lodes, which, as far as I could perceive, 
are parallel, with about the same east and west run as the other lodes of this dis-

Williams, of Scorrier House; Mr. R. W. Fox, of Falmouth, and others, experienced 
miners, often and persistently predicted thatthe Caradon ranges contained minerals 
of great value. Several levels were driven, but without much success until 18, 
when Messrs. J. Clymo and P. Clymo, jnn.,and T. R. Kittow, prosecuted the work- 
ings further than some other speculators did or would. They struck a copper lode 
in 1837. This bountiful vein soon yielded enough to cover the first outlay of 510i, 
[n 1838, South Caradon gave 130 tons of copper ore,-value 1198/. ; in 1848, the out- 
put had risen to 2748 tons, worth 16,388/.; and in 1868, or about 30 years after the 
value of the discovery was generally talked of, no less than 6481 tons of copper ore 
were extracted, worth 49,107/.!_ The mine is, therefore, one of the prizes of the 
county; and, though success gilds many things, we may look on South Caradon 
with pride also. It is sometimes said, occasionally with truth, that a good mine 
makes a good captain ; in other words, that luck and bounteous earth invest a very 
so-so agent with imaginary attributes. But I believe also that many a good mine 
has been ruined by bad management. Hence that it is not ‘only necessary to finda 
lode, but, if permanent success is to be ensured, to know how to work it skilfully 
and discreetly. In the hands of some folk even South Caradon would have had only 
a brief and meteoric existence. So those who have nothing to do with this fine 
speculation but to wish it an unending career of success may feel pride in it as one 
of the gems of old Cornwall. 





THE AUSTRALIAN CoAL TRADE.—The report of the Australian 
Agricultural Company, to be presented at the general meeting on Tuesday, contains 
some interesting information with regard to the coal trade of New South Wales. 
It appears that the net profit actually earned during the year, which amounted to 
31,808. 15s. 5d., was principally derived from the two departments of stock and 
coal.

6d. to 16s. at the 
same dates. The majority of the Australian companies are selling at 7s. per (0, 
but the A. A. Company have maintained the old rate of 8s. per ton without diminu- 
tion of vend. The proof of the coal field is steadily carried on ; a second bore-hole 
has been sunk, and shows that at that part of the field there is neither any distur 
bance, nor any diminution in the thickness, of the seam, and at the date of last 
advices a third borehole was nearly half-way down. If that affords equally satis 
factory evidence of the state and abundance of the seam, they are advised t at the 
coal bed may be taken as sufficiently proved throughout a very considerable por 
tion of the Newcastle estate, affording an ample supply for many years, even atal 
increased rate of consumption.

The workmen have found out its superiority to 
gunpowder, and in many cases offer to submit to a reduction to a considerable ex 
tent if they will be allowed to use it. The dynamite is made into small eurtridges, 
the power being fully equal to six times the quantity of gunpowder. Mr. Lean, 
who give evidence with respect to the power of dynamite as a blasting agent before 
a Committee of the House of Commons, is now being frequently applied to for it, 
and it is evident that it is likely to come into general adoption in North Wales, and

HANDBOOK OF CHemMIcalL TRECHNOLOGY.—Mr. Crookes’s transla- 
tion, with additions, of Prof. Rudolf Wagner's “‘ Handbuch der Chemischen Tech 
nologic” has just been completed and published through Messrs. J.and A. Churchill, 
of New Burlington-street. The fact of the entire subject being dealt with in a 
volume of 750 pages will render unnecessary further evidence that the style is con 
cise, and will explain the absence of details in which the practical workman might 
have felt an interest, butif this be regarded as a shortcoming it is compensated for 
by the insertion of commercial information of great value both to practical men 
and the public. In the constantly-increasing intercourse between this country 
and the Continent the desirability of workmen knowing the value of foreign ma- 
nufacturers and the basis of foreign coinage can scarcely be over-estimated, and 
from these examples it will be found that Mr. Crookes’s work is particularly use- 
ful. There is one matter, however, with which we must find fault—in treating of 
explosive compounds no reference is made to either dynamite or lithofracteur, al 
though the information professes to be brought down to the present time. The 
book is admirably printed and well illustrated, and the morecular formule have 
been used throughout. Mr. Crookes mentions that “every care has been taken to 
merit the confidence of the manufacturer and the student ; ” and as the excellence of 
Prof. Wagner's arrangement is well known, English technologists may well con- 
gratulate themselves upon the addition which has been made to the class of literature 
with which they are specially concerned.

“the defendant never had any intention of charging the directors of 
the council with any personal misconduct.” The prosecution was, 
therefore, withdrawn, and a verdict of acquittal agreed to. In the 
meantime counter charges relating to the circumstances under 
which the shares of the company were originally quoted on the 
Stock Exchange had been brought by Mr. PICKERING, one of the three 
members of the committee, and Mr. ELLISSEN, against the Chairman

this auletudies piled up the largest increase last half-year, it seems 
doubtful whether the shareholders will be so very much better for 
it when all the extra cost of coal, coke, and other indispensable ar- 
ticles, all the extra wages, and all the extra train mileage are taken 
into account. In the case of the Midland, however, it appears pro- 
bable that, in spite of every drawback, some increase of net profit 
will remain, and the same remark may possibly apply to the London 
and North Western, the North-Eastern, the Great Northern, and the 
Lancashire and Yorkshire. But when we come to the Great Eastern 
and the Manchester, Sheffield,and Lincolnshire, it is to be feared that 
the case will be found to be serious, and that, notwithstanding the 
large additions made to the tolls taken pe their property, scarcely 
any benefit will accrue to the holders o open stock, a class which 
has to sustain the full weight of all the burthens which affect the 
railway interest. 

It is not merely railway shareholders who will scan with consider- 
able interest the half-yearly reports which will begin to make their 
appearance in a few days, but they will also be examined with inte- 
rest by every one connected with the coal and iron tra les, as a good 
deal will turn upon the dividends which will be paid in August or 
September. If any number of the dividends show a decided decline, 
the prosecution of railway extensions and improvements in Great 
Britain will receive a check, and this check will make its influence 
felt, to some extent, throughout the world, since there is hardly a 
quarter of the globe in which British capital is not assisting in the 
construction of railways, while, if the prospect of profit is not so 
good, the zeal now displayed in the development of railwavs will 
naturally rather materially slacken. Even now there are tolerably 
conclusive symptoms in the official statistical tables of the chilling 
effects of the present dear rates for rails. The Indian Government 
has been rather severely criticised for the sluggishness which it has 
displayed in the prosecution of the projected State lines in India; 
but the Indian authorities are probably, after all, only obeying the 
instinct of prudence, and waiting for a return to cheaper rates. In 
Australia and New Zealand the Governments, which have to sustain 
the burthen of the guarantees of interest which have to be given 
upon the railways undertaken in the colonies under their jurisdic- 
tion, find all their calculations thwarted and disturbed by the in- 
creasingly high prices current for rails and accessories; and the ener- 
gies of these Governments are at once damped and restricted, and 

all but the most urgent works are postponed toa more convenient sea- 
son. It may be that the demand for railways on the part of the Aus- 
tralian and other colonies ~growing as they are daily in wealth and 
population—may become so imperious that, dear rails or no dear 
Fails, they may résolve upon having lines ; still the natural tendency 
of dear prices is go restrict consumption, and the inclination and 
bent of colonists is to take their cue very much from the tone of 
thought prevailing in the Mother Country. The great railway inte- 
rest of the United Kingdom also comprises within its steadily ex- 
tending ranks the most enterprising portion of the population, and 
these naturally place some of their capital in colonial railways, We 
repeat, then, our conviction that should the half-yearly reports of 
directors now about to be issued be of a discouraging character 
they will exercise an important influence upon the demand for iron 
throughout the world:

THE RESPONSIBILITY OF COLLIERY PROPRIETORS, 
Colliery proprietors should note an inquest that closed at a late 
hour last Friday night, in the Forest of Dean. The well-known 
proprietors of that part of the kingdom, Messrs. Crawshay and 

Barrett, own and work the Foxes Bridge Colliery, at Cinderford 
Woodside. Mr. Solomon Jones is the bailiff, and Joseph Grindall 
acts under him as the underground bailiff, Five years Grindall has 
filled that office at the pit,and forty years in all he has beena collier; 
his duties embrace the supervising of between two-and-a-half and 
three miles of gate roading. Of this a portion is known as the 
“Rocky Road.” In some parts it has what is knownas a rock, and 
at others a rough top. From the sides of a place where the top 
was rough, and there were slip joints, there had “ ratted,” or fallen 
off suddenly, a quantity of stuff, which, though not really clod, 
was scarcely so hard and strong as the roof above it. Unhappily, a 
collier was passing that way at the time, and he was killed.. His 
| name was William Pickerall. Grindall had not deemed it expedient 
| to timber the road at the fatal point; if he had done so it is the 
| belief of Mr. Lionel Brough, the inspector of the district, that there 
; would have been no accident. 

_At the inquest Grindall fenced the point as to the necessity for 
timberxing, still he admitted that rough tops frequently became dan- 
gerous, falls especially occurring after carts had passed. He could 
not say that he had sounded the place for three days previously, and 
the coroner, terming it “a dangerous place,” remarked that “for 
three days it was practically under no supervision.” To sound the 
whole length of this road every day was more, Grindall said, than was 
possible for him to accomplish. ‘Pressed for a definite explanation 
of what he meant, Grindall said—«T mean this, I have more to do 
| than enables me to tell whether it is safe or not from day to day, 

I have more than I can do as to the timbering and travelling roads, | 
jenabling me to say the roof is always in & safe condition.” Mr. | 
Brough then interposed with the query —“It amounts to this, that | 
you have too much work to do?” “¥; 8,” was the response of the 
witness, and the Inspector concurred. For Mr. Brough subsequently 
said:—“In my opinion 2} miles per day is too much for a man to 
do. I believe the man knows his duty, but he has too much to do.” 
Upon this combined testimony the jury recorded a verdict of man- 
slaughter against the proprietors.

“THROWING Down TUE ToOLs,.”—Every friend of the working 
man cannot but regret the absence of consideration that colliers, and 
ironworkers in particular, are just now manifesting in ceasing work 
without giving even the slightest preliminary warning. The regret 
might fairly be great enough in the interest of the families of the 
operatives who thus suddenly cut themselves off from earning their 
bread. But it is greater, estimated not from a philanthropic but 
from a politico-economie stand-point. As Wage-payers and wage- 
earners, we had been increasing in our mutual confidence, because 
together we had consulted upon points of difference, and together, 
as representatives of our respective orders, had adjusted them, 
Boards of Conciliation and Boards of Arbitration are of the nine. 
teenth century. That we should be driven to lose faith in them 
would be indeed acalamity. Yet from the colliery and ironmaking 
districts where these exist as to the last-named industry, and where 
they are desired as to the other, our correspondents communicate 
that without notice, and altogether in contravention of the terms of 
these peaceful compacts, insubordination is being manifested that 
threatens a return to a condition of affairs which every thoughtful 
mind has so long deplored. Such conduct is the more unworthy 
of the men, because, first, they have a means of securing an impar- 
tial consideration of their case with a greater facility than eyer 
before ; and, next, because it displays unmanly cowardice—for if 
their services were less in demand they would not dare to behave 
with such absence of principle. Should their masters have dis 
charged them without giving them notice they would quickly enough 
obtain summonses. To the men who throw down their tools, ag 
wellas tothe men who habitually neglect their work without abso- 
lutely declining to continue it, we call attention to the power that 
their employers have of resenting such behavour, and we appeal to 
the men to cherish the straightforwardness and self-respect which 
conciliation and arbitration are calculated so much to foster.

MINING IN THE ISLE OF MAN.—The Douglas Head Mining Com- 
pany, which promises to be one of the most important in the Isle of 
Man when once in full operation, has been subject to unexpected op- 
position, which has kept the work standing for some time. It ap- 
pears that all the minerals in the island are the property of the Crown, 
whilst the surface is owned by a considerable number of persons. The owner of the 
surface in connection with the Douglas Mine asserted that the working interfered 
with the water supply. The company, of course, invoked the aid of those persons 
connected with the Government who granted the lease, and in their hands it now 
remains. Up to the time of the stoppage everything looked remarkably well, there 
having been a very fine lode, which cannot turn otherwise than highly profit ible to 
the preprietors, once it is worked. The interference made by the owner of the sur- 
face has been x serious loss to the company, but there does not appear any reason 
why further delay should take place. It is, therefore, to be hoped in the interests 
of those who have embarked their money in the venture that a prompt decision 
will be given, so that work may be resumed. 





Krxe ARTHUR MInE.—Here may be seena novel adaptation of one 
of the many successful uses to which a portable steam-engine may 
be put. Near the base of the cliff on which stands King Arthur's 
Castle, at Tintagel, an adit level has been driven on the course of one 
of the lodes, and a good deal of silver-lead ore returned from it; but 
as there was a clause in the lease that the company were not to do anything to 
damage the foundation of the ancient walls, or carry on any mining operations 
within the precincts of the Castle, the Inspector for the Duchy would not even per- 
mit the ore to be followed and taken away upward, althongh the Castle is some 
200 ft. above the adit level. Under these restrictions no shaft from surface could 
be brought down to the level, as the engine would stand in the midst of the sup- 
posed Great Hall of King Arthur. It was then decided to enlarge the area of the 
level, and put a portable steam-engine inside it, so as to enable a shaft to be sunk

Not only has the ironstone been found, but several ironmasters have 
offered handsomely for working it, and it is generally understood 
that nhegociations are so far concluded that a lease of the mine will 
be taken ina few days. The engineer sent down by Mr. Pender is 
sanguine that more deposits of ironstone may be found on the pro- 
perty of Sir Robert; and if this should prove correct more of the 
Caithness landlords will follow the example.

The prospectus of the Consolidated Copper Company of Canada

The Harveyhill property is stated by Dr. Sterry Hunt to be a deposit of great extent 
and richness, unequalled by any known in the district of Quebec, the gre it copper- 
bearing district 0. Canada: It is certified that the Harveyhill ores have always com- 
manded the highest prices, being preferre in the Liverpool market to the regulus 
of Chili. They have come to mirket as ores averaging 40 per cent. of metallic cop- 
per, and in some cases as high as 56 per cent.—a test of very high quality. The 
Ives ores—hand pope —are brought up to 13 per cent., but it is proposed to work 
up the lower grades of the Ives ore into metallic copper of 90 per cent. by the beau- 
tiful and economical humid extracting process patented by Professors Sterry Hunt 
and Douglas—a process to which too little attention has been devoted in this country.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


July 11,—The Quarterly Meeting of the Iron Trade at Wolverhamp- 
ton and Birmingham this week have been fruitless of practical result, 
owing to the non-completion by Mr. B. Smith, the official account- 
ant, of the scrutiny now being made to ascertain the actual selling 
price of iron during the last three months. On the result of this 
scrutiny the rate of wages for the next six months will be deter- 
mined, and until this is known the ironmasters cannot quote prices, 
and they will only accept orders subject to the rates ruling at the 
time of delivery. The nominal quotations at Wolverhampton yes- 
terday were—bars, 15/. 103. ; sheets (singles), 20/. to 211. ; ditto (dou- 
bles), best quality, 27/. to 28/., with proportionately high figures 
for some other descriptions. Pigs were 10s. per ton higher all 
round, making all-mine 8/., and cinder 6/. to 61. 10s. per ton. For 
cold-blast the Lilleshall Company asked 9/. to 9/. 5s., being an ad- 
vance of 2/. 5s. on the price of last quarter-day. Fencing wire rods, 
for which orders could have placed in March at 13/., are now quoted 
201. per ton. Pending the result of the accountant’s report, business 
this week has been virtually suspended. The report will, we have 
authority for stating, be completed by Monday next, and its appear- 
ance will be awaited with the utmost interest both by makers and 
consumers of iron. 

The coal supply for iron-making purposes continues exceedingly 
restricted, notwithstanding the reduction of the household require- 
ments to the barest minimum. The question is one of great and 
increasing anxiety to the iron trade, and what is to be done when 
winter arrives is becoming more and more a perplexing problem. 
The colliers are not, it appears, satisfied even now the eight-hours 
system has been conceded. A further advance of 6d. per day is to 
be the next feature of the programme, and the agitation is, we hear, 
about to commence. 

On ’Change at Birmingham, on Thursday, Mr. H. J. Harding exhi- 
bited models and diagrams of a revolving “rabble,” which has been 
for some time in use at several common puddling furnaces at Leeds 
and Millwall. The apparatus includes a drum-wheel fixed to the 
roof, a strap or chain on which works another smaller wheel, affixed 
to the middle of a long bar, which is held by the operator at a 
greater distance from the furnace than the puddler has to stand by 
the present system. The rod is bent downwards towards the furnace 
from the pulley. Inaddition to these advantages in the mere labour 
involved, the quality of ironisimproved, and a considerable saving 
of fuel is effected. 

Furtheradvances in the price of coke and lime have been announced 
this week, gas coke being quoted 24s. per ton, and lime 1s., and limestone 3d. per 
ton on the prices ruling a fortnight ago. 

The Wolverhampton Town Council seem disposed to put in force 
the Act of Parliament relating to the consumption of smoke. At the meeting held 
last Monday the question was raised by Alderman Fowler, who characterised the 
subject as one ‘of vital importance to the town.” It was understood that the 
matter would shortly be brought again before the notice of the council. 

The new railway from Wolverhampton to Walsall will, it is ex- 
pected, be ready for traffic next month. It will open up a portion of the coal field 
hitherto only partially developed, and it is not unlikely that a branch will be con- 
structed from it through Bloxwich to the coal field at Cannock Chase, the need of 
more direct communication between the last-named district and the ironworks of 
the Black Country having long been acknowledged. 

Makers of iron tubes in Birmingham and South Staffordshire have 
reduced their discount off gas tubes to 274 per cent., and off fittings to 30 per cent., 
and the discount off galvanised wares is lower by 5 per cent. than reported last 
week. A general advance on finished hardwares may be expected to be declared 
within the next few days. 

Messrs. T. and C. Clark and Co., of Wolverhampton, have just an- 
nounced a further advance of 30s. per ton on heavy iron castings. 
This is the sixth advance made in the price of foundry work during 
the last twelve months.

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


July 11.—There is nothing new to report with regard to the Iron 
and Coal Trades of Derbyshire. The one great topic just now is 
the great advance that has taken place in the price of coal in all parts 
of the Midland field; indeed, so far as regards the business doing 
with London and the South, never since the first ton of coal was 
taken over the London and Western Railway, in 1845, has the price 
been anything equal to what it now is. Steam coal, which last year 
realised 7s. per ton, has this month been sold at from 12s. to 13s.— 
a price, one would think, which must be satisfactory to the most needy 
and exacting colliery proprietor. The weather, and in all probabi- 
lity the increased price, has had an effect on the consumption, for 
55,000 tons less were conveyed to the metropolis in June then there 
was in May, the latter being considered about the quietest month in 
the year. One effect of the present state of things is that we hear of several new 
coal fields being about to be opened out. They will all pay, no doubt, if things re- 
main as they are for a few years; but should there be a marked falling off in the 
general trade of the countrv—and such has generally been the case after a long 
season of more than usual prosperity—then we shall find the mineral now 
sought after a great Crug, and not worth more than the cost of getting. 80 
far, however, there appears to be nothing looming in the distance that can be 
looked upon as the precurser of a change. The price of iron is not only high, but 
is advancing, and for the same reasons we have alluded to in the opening out of 
new collieries. We fin: in several places that new ironworks are about to te opened, 
and only to-day the ground has been marked out for the erection of three blast- 





furnaces, which are to be followed by three more, and in 2 locality where four are 
now in course of construction. 

The Sheftield trades are all very fully occupied, there being a de- 
mand for every description of iron and steel goods. The Bessemer mukers are par- 


| ticularly busy, and there will shortiy be brought into a working state one of the 





largest works in England connected with the Bessemer process. The works of 
Messrs. Brown and Co., at Attercliffe, less than two miles from Sheffield, are ex- 
pected to be ready for work in the course of four or five weeks. They cover no less 
than 19 acres of ground, and will be fitted up with the most powerful rolling and 
other mills, steam-hammers, and machinery of every description, and will become 
one of the great attractions in connection with the Sheffield trades—one of the 
sights, in fact, for illustrious strangers. We wish every success to an undertaking 
of such vast magnitude, which will give employment to some thousands of men.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTIT AND SOUTH WALES. 


L July 11.—Although no little excitement seems to prevail at meet- 
ings of buyers and sellers in other ironmaking districts, the past 
week has wrought but very little change here. Makers are in much 
the same position. They are not yet able to enter freely into fresh 
engagements, so many things impeding the working off of old com 
tracts. Everything wears an aspect of prosperity with the large de- 
mand which still exists, yet it must be admitted that there is less 
doing now than was the case twelve months ago. The total quantity of iron cleared 
from the district to foreign markets during the last month was 41,601 tons, as com- 
pared with a total of 50,833 tons in the corresponding month of last year, which 
shows a decrease of nearly 10,000 tons. There is only one way of accounting for 
this falling off. Itis not the result of any lack of orders, but is simply brought 
about by the limited supplies of fuel and raw material, and the uns' eady workin 
of the men. This time last year the flow of prosperity had just commenced, am | 
the men were glad to work all the time they could get, but since there has been un- 
remitted activity from that time to this the period of depression has been forgotten, 
The month now going on will, in all probability, show a similar, if not a greater, 
decrease in the make, from the causes already mentioned, whereas a lirge increase 
ought to be shown if the workersin all thestaple trades were to enter into operations 
with a good will. Iron is in request on all accounts, and if makers had only ade- 
quate supplies of materials and skilled labour at their command an enormous trade 
might be done. As they have not such supplies, however, and little hope of ob- 
taining them, their only alternative is to make the best and most of things as they 
are. The remarks made in previous reports will still describe the prospects of the 
trade for the remainder of the year. As to the demand there is every confidence 
felt, as the United States of America‘and the British colonies will, no doubt, con- 
tinue large purchasers, and time and continental buyers are likely to require con- 
siderable quantities of railway, bar, and other iron. ' Latterly the enquiry for ship- 
building iron has rather fallen off, but it is expected to be revived in the antumn, 
The great question is as to what prices shall prevail. Much excitement seems to be 
caused by the advances made in other districts, but here things are calmer in tone, 
Pig-iron is still increasing in value, prices having nearly doubled those of 12 months 
ago, and it is inevitable that finished iron quotations should advance in same ratio, 
Quotations are likely, therefore, to become unprecedentedly high, and the demand 
must naturally be checked more or less. As, however, consumers have no stocks 
to fall back upon iron must de obtained, and if purchases be made only to meet 
current requirements there will be a large trade carriedon. Inthe Tin-plate Trade 
there is no change to be reported. Most makers adhete closely to the quotations 
as advanced at the quarterly meeting, and, generally speaking, buyers do not with- 
hold orders. ‘ 

The output of coal is still very far short of the demands made 
upon the colliery proprietors, and despite their urgent entreaties, 
the men do not appear to make the least effort to take advantage 
of the present large degree’ of prosperity. From all quarters of the 
globe advices. point to comparatively small stocks, and although 
purchases are made on as limited a scale as possible, in consequence of the high 
prices ruling, yet the actual consumption is in excess of the supply, and ere long 
all stocks, wherever they may be, will be entirely used up. Quotations rule about 
the same as for some weeks past, 17s. to 20s. per ton being the present range of 
prices. The attitude of the steam coal collieries does not seem to be quite so 
threatening as was feared, many of them, if not the majority, having found, after 
conferring with the masters, that they could not enforce their demand for another 
rise of 20 per cent. in wages in the face of the conditions liid down hy the arhitra- 
tion in February list, which provided that the wages of the coiliers should be 
governed by the rise or fall of the rate of wages paid at the ironworks. The agita- 
tors, however, lose no oppor unity of urging the ironworkers to apply for an ad 
vance in their wages. he colliery proprietors have so far conceded the demands 
of the enginemen, that they have agreed to adopt the eight-hourssystem for every 
engine that raises 300 tons per day. Hitherto two men, with their stokers, have 
been employed at every engine, one to work a 12-hours day turn, and the other to 
work the 12-hours night turn. The 24 hours will, in future, be divided into three eight- 
hour turns, and three enginemen will be employed instead of two. As compared 
with this time last year, when the colliers’ strike was in full force, there is, of 
course, a very large increase in the quantity of coal raised, as is shown in the returns 
of the trade of the local ports for the last month. : - 

The Taff Vale Railway directors have succeeded in obtaining run- 
ning power over the Rhymney and Great Western joint line through the Bargoed 
Valley to the Dowlais Ironworks. Thisis an important concession tothe Taff Vale, 
and will no doubt lead to their securing some share of traffic which would other- 
wise be carried by the Rhymney only. These two lines appear to have made great 
progress during the past half-year. The total earnings of the Rhymney was 47,302/, 
as compared with 30,207/. in the corresponding period of last year. The gross 
takings of the Taff Vale in the last six months amounted to 190,372/., as against 
167,238/. in the corresponding period of last year. The increase of both lines, and 
more especially the Rhymney, is chiefly accounted for by the great activity in the 
iron and coal trades. 

The great lawsuit of Powell v. Powell’s Duffryn Coal Company 
is still going on, and it is understood that it will shortly be before the Lords. When 
the decision of the Lords is obtained the litigation will probably then be at an end,

TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR, 


July 11.—The demand for Coal and Coke continues, but the supplies 
are deficient, and the actual amount of business done decreases, es- 
pecially in exports. The demand for marine engines is not so good 
as it was some time ago, although very considerable, the best 
known makers having still many orders on hand; but it is not ex- 
pected that this trade will continue very brisk after a few months 
elapse. - 

Tur TynE DRAINAGE ScCHEME.—Of course this scheme, which has 
only been partially carried outas yet, becomes every day of increased 
importance, as a large quantity of coal is now lying under water. 
This coal is in several seams or beds, and extends over a large area, 
and, as usual in all similar cases, the interests of the various parties 
who own the coal have been difficult to reconcile. For a consider- 
able period no progress downwards has been made at the main sta- 
tion at Wallsend ; the water was upwards of two years ago reduced 
here by powerful machinery, and the Hebburn Colliery was so far 
cleared of water (that is, the old colliery on the south side of the 
Tyne) as to allow coal working to be resumed. It must be borne 
in mind that powerful machinery was also employed for removing 
the water at Hebburn; and it is the opinion of some parties that 
no connection exists between the Wallsend and Hebburn Collieries, 
There is, however, little doubt that the operations at Wallsend re- 
duced the pressure at Hebburn, and thus materially assisted the ope- 
rations at Hebburn. However, since that period the engines at 
Wallsend have only been employed in keeping the water down toa 
certain point; but large engines have been erected, and additional 
power will be shortly employed for the purpose of taking the water 
out to a much greater depth; so we may hope that at no distant date 
the famous Wallsend High Main seam will again be opened, and the 
coal yet remaining in the Willington, Heaton, and Percy Main Col- 
lieries will then be accessible. The Low Main seam, also lying be 
neath the High Main, will be worked, and this seam extends over a 
very large area. pee 

There is & rumour, not unlikely to prove correct, that sinkings are 
shortly to be made on the Ililton estate, lying midway between the 
Usworth and Monkwearmouth Collieries. There can be little doubt 
that all the important seams of coal worked at the two collieries 
named above will be found on the Hilton estate in the greatest per- 
fection, so that thereis every prospect of a first-class coal work here. 
The coals will, of course, lie at a great depth from the surface, and 
the sand-feeders will also have to be met with and tubbed off; but 
so much experience has been gained in meeting with these obstruction, 
and so many improvements have been introduced, that the expense 
of the operation has been very much reduced. : 

The most remarkable event in connection with the Coal Trade this 
week is the great strike at the Ryhope Colliery, the whole of the hands, almost 
without exception, having turned out at this large concern last week. They de- 
mand an advance of prices, and also a reduction in the working hours, and they 
have taken this extreme step without submitting their case to the executive of the 
Durham Miners’ Union, and they have, moreover, acted in direct opposition to the 
express orders of that executive. We are not much surprised at this occurrence, 
the men not only at Ryhope, but also at many other places, having long been ripe 
for revolt against the power which they themselves contributed to set up, 80 that 
sooncr or later we may look for a large secession from the ranks of the Union. The 
demand of the Ryhope men of nine hours for the boys is simply absurd, as there 
employers are not in a position to make the change, even if the works would pay 
with such an arrangement, but very little calculation is necessary to show that su

Tue Joust MEETING OF ENGINEERS AT NEWCASTLE,—The paper 
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of Mr. Page, Professor of Geology in the College of Physical Science, 
Newcastle, was well adapted for real practical use at the present 
time. Geology, in some of its practical aspects, is indeed a theme 
calculated to be of essential service to the wholecommunity. Now, 
when fossil fuel appears to become every day more scarce and dear, it is most im- 
portant that it should be known where éoal is likely to be found. In order to illus 
trate this, it is only necessary to point to the account given in list week's Journal 
of the discovery of coal measures in Sutherlandshire, Scotland, and no doubt there 
are tracts of country even in this district, or lying near to it, where the position of 
the coal beds, or their existence, is a question which can only be guessed at in the 
first instance by close examination, aided by the light which this most useful science 
throws on the nature of the underlying stratum. ‘There are, indeed, the large fields 
extending from Aspatria, in Cumberland, tothe Scotch coal fields to the north, and 
also to the coal field at Plashetts, to the north-east. There is also the large field ex- 
tending from Castle Eden, the southern limit of the Newcastle coal field at present, 
to Middlesborough and the North Yorkshire coal fields. Both those fields, and 


some others, have often been the subject of controversy in the past, and the ques- | 


tions involved must become of more importance in the future. 

One of the most important excursions was taken on Thursday. 
When the train started from Neweastle about 100 gentlemen joined the party, the 
first stop being made at Usworth Colliery, where the great object of interest was the 
Guibal ventilator. This enormous machine is 45 ft. in diameter, by 12 ft. in width, 
and it is driven by a pair of engines, cylinder 36 in. diameter, with a 3-ft. stroke. 
With the engines working at 40 revolutions per minute, and a water gauge of 3in., 
the ventilator gives 140,000 cubie feet per minute, and the maximum, with 60 revo- 
lutions, is 240,000 cubic feet per minute, The depth of the shaft is 200 fms., and 
the average production of coal is 1000 tons per day. The party next proceeded to 
Washington Colliery, where they inspected, with much interest, the Lemielle ven 
tilator. This machine isa vertical drum 22 ft. in diameter and 24 ft. in height; the 
wings are 8 ft. long, and have a 4-ft. splay. The ventilation, with a water gauge of 
2% in., is 115,000 eubie feet per minute. The superiority of the Guibal over the 
Lemielle is generally admitted in this district, and in proof of this is the fact that 
since Messrs. Black, Hawthorn, and Co. have erected the one at Usworth Colliery 
they have erected between 20 and 30 of a similar description. a.

DETAILS OF THE UNDERGROUND Works AT RynHoOPE COLLIERY. 
—The first thing that the visitors were shown on arriving at Ryhope was the large 
new engine for compressing air for the underground engine.

diameter, weighing 14 tons. The air-cylinders worked direct from the piston rods 
of the steam-cylinders. They only use one of the engines at present. They have a 
receiver at bank close to the air-cylinders, 30 ft. long and 6 ft. diameter, fitted with 
two safety-valves 3 in. and 4 in. diameter, and lowed at 40 lbs, on the square inch. 
The steam is used at 20 Ibs. per square inch, the pressure of the air at bank is | 
40 Ibs., and atthe engine down below 45 lbs. per square inch. The air is taken 
down the shaft—510 yards deep —in 9 in. wrought iron pipes, and from the bottom 
of the shaft in 6-in. diameter cast metal pipes. There is a receiver at the bottom 
of the shaft 12 ft. long and 4 diameter, and is fitted with one safety-valve 3 ft. 
diameter, loaded at 50 lbs square inch. The air is taken 804 yards from the 
bottom of theshaft to a «dk muling engine, with 14 in, cylinders, 13-in. stroke.

back ends of the cylinders, and the engines are fitted with the common slide 
valve. Great care has been tiken to have the exaust passage as lurge as possible, 
s0 as to avoid ice being formed therein. Theengine exhausts both out of the top 
and bottom of the slide-chest. Glycerine is used to lubricate the pistons and slides, 
and also to prevent the formation of ice. The temperature of the air at the com-

It will be dismembered for doing 
duty as a stationary engine, and will, most probably, be used for 
drawing as well as pumping. 

In the Holywell district the lead mines appear to be doing well, 
new capital being introduced at several of them. The Holywell 
Level Mine, under the management of Mr. W. Lean, who has taken | 
great interest in the adoption of Dynamite for mining purposes, 
and who gave evidence on the subject before a parliamentary com- 
mittee, has been standing owing to an influx of water, but work 
will shortly be resumed. The company is about to put down a 
wheel 48 ft. in diameter, purchased at the Mars-y-Safn Mine sale. 
The mine is one of the best in the district, having a fine run of ore, 
the area of mineral ground leased being upwards of 500 acres, Al- 
though worked as it has been, it has given splendid returns, but if 
sunk lower the value of the property would be vastly increased. The 
Celyn Bog Mine has just been started by a new company on the 
limited principle. Another shaft is being put down whilst the old

July 13.—The course of the iron market during June has been one of 
persistent advance. Transactions in Scotch pig-iron have since taken place uponan 
enormous scale. The price has risen from about 4/. 15s., at which it stood Ps 
June 1, to about 5/. 15s., at which it is this day quoted ; the market, in its maj

trary, deliveries out of store have made serious encroachments upon stock until 
the Clyde warrants represented at the end of June only about 201,167 tons, asaginst 
372,725 tons on Dec. 25. Thus the control of the whole supply of warrants might 
now soon fall into the hands of a sufficiently intelligent, courageous, and competent 
clique, disposed to buy them up, and withdraw them from the market. i 
No substitutes for iron are in existence: it is a commodity which in our day 
enters into the construction of almost every ship, house, bridge, railway, machine 
(agricultural, manufacturing, or domestic), water and gas works, tramroad, &¢.: 
and little or no economy in the consumption can be practised, let prices go to what 
point they may. Therefore, when railway managers are found making re-siles of 
materials purchased, the Nemesis is not far distant which must require them to 
come again into the market to recoup themselves on very disadvantageous terms: 
because bona fide demand is at the bottom of the present rise, and we doubt whether, 
in the memory of the whole trade, there ever existed so little speculation as now. 
The most experienced and astute, with singular unanimity, have expressed their 


| concurrence in this view, and events have fully justilied the anticipations of those 


who lately proclaimed the “‘ ringing out” of that base and degrading state of things 
which made the supply of iron—a prime necessity of modern life—possible only it 
a price below the cost of production, and the ‘‘ringing in” of a new epoch, wherein 
those who laboriously minister to the world’s wants should be jairly remunerated 
for the capital, the intelligence, and the sinew, brought into combined play. 

But this my be regar led as a sentimental view of thesubject, and the hard econo- 
mist will be found “ harking back” to the dry question—how about supply and de- 
mand? will not the former, in present ¢!reumstances, increase—the latter diminish? 
To this we reply, all the concessions made to the men, in regard to increased wages, 
have resulted only in a diminished out-put of pig as well as finished iron; and this 
applies not merely to the industries of our own country, but to the attitude main- 
tained by ironworkers everywhere ;—in Germany, America, France, and Belgium, 
there is the same dislocation of the labour market, the same “asking for more,” and 
the same power of obtaining more. Consequently, the warnings recently ad- 
ministered about driving away trade, the force of foreign competition, and the argu- 
ments founded thereon, appear to us to be fatuous in the extreme; if iron should 
become, during the next ten years, as seems very probable, some cent. per cent, 
dearer than it has been for the last ten years, throughout the entire globe, there is 
no cure for it, excepting the operation of that gradual law or process of bringing 
into work such new mines, furnaces, and rolling-mills, as shall result in causing the 
supply once more again to overtake the demand. 

In thisabsolute and undoubted scarcity of the supply of rolled iron in all countries, 
the oddest thing is that some people in the United States (which, even under an 
amended tariff, impose a duty of 3/. per ton upon new English rails) should seri- 
ously avow the astounding opinion, that, in the coming time, the world w'l! draw 
its supplies of iron chiefly from the American Continent. Now, whenever we shall 
find the United States doing away with the present customs duty, and offering a 
bonus upon even the import of raw iron, it will be time enough torrealise the fine 
conception of English railroads becoming ironed with Pennsylvanian rails, intro- 
duced here under our generous policy of free trade. But, as things stands at pre- 
sent, everybody knows that America, as a matter of fact, would be at starvation 
point for many descriptions of iron were she not able to import supplics from 
England. 

Business in New English and Welsh iron rails has been done during the past 
month to a considerable extent on Russian account, at constantly stiffening prices, 
for shipment during present navigation, as well as for winter make. Large orders 
have still to come upon our markets. On the part of the Amerfean houses there 
has, however, been some abstention from purchasing since the price f.o.b. touched 
10/. 10s,, in consequence of the New York market not having yet had time to suf- 
ficiently familiarise itself with our present high rates; but, in the season interven- 
ing between the summer's end and the closing of the internal navigation of the 
Nothern States, renewed activity may be expected, and a flow of orders again 
come forward from our best customers in rails, should our prices even go up a fur- 
ther pound or two per ton, as appear imminent already in Staffordshire, to be 
followed by Wales and Cleveland, 

By our latest advices from America there existed at the end of June no ade- 
quate appreciation of the difficulty of obtaining here any more iron rails at low 
figures, so that quotations there had not advanced to the equivalents of our own 
current rates. When once it is perceived, however, that there is no chance of 
English prices declining, the urgent necessities of Transatlantic roads waiting for 
iron will compel purchases, as the American makers are reported full, while en- 
countering labour difficulties and short fuel supplies, precisely similar to those 
which operate in restraint of produetion in Great Britain. 

At nearly all the rolling mills where rails are produced, in the Welsh and Cleve- 
land districts, far less than the usual weekly cut-put has during the past six 
months been forthcoming—this is mirrored in the returns of exports, afforded by 
the Board of Trade, made up to June 30, showing that 448,000 tons of new iron 
rails only have been shipped this half-year, against 476,000 tons in the first half of 
1871, and 563,000 tons in that of 1870; the chief falling off being in the quantities 
sent to Russia and British India. A diminution of demand has heen inferred from 
the publication of these figures; but our mill managers all state that the men are not 
working properly; that deliveries have been curtailed and retarded according'y, 
and that short shipments are only thus to be accounted for. Meanwhile it is very 
aoticeable that the total exports from Great Britain of iron and steel of all descrip- 
tions (raw, finished, and scrap) continue to show unabated increment in the six 
months ending June 30 :— 

1870 ... 1,481,000toms. 1871 ... 1,440,195tons. 1872 . 1,674,708 tons. 
for which interesting statistics we are indebted to the clear tabular statement of the 
Messrs. Richardson. Pig-iron is the article whose augmented export more than 
counterbalances any falling off under the head of finished bars ; and it will be in- 
teresting, hereafter, to watch the autumn returns, in order to see how far the higher 
iron prices therein represented may, or may not, have militated against our export 
trade. At home we hear of the postponement of some new public workr, because 
materials are dear: but there are others whose exigencies are too great to permit 
delay from this reason. 

For the moment, the all-absorbing thought at the ironworks is how to get ready 
for shipment whatever has been contracted to be delivered prior to the close of this 
season's navigation ; and only second thereto in importance are those anxious con- 
siderations affecting the future supply of coal, coke, ironstone, and labour to satisfy 
the numerous and weighty engagements which have been entered into for the com- 
ing year's make of iron, both raw and rolled into its varjous forms. : 

In the present circumstances of the market, we give no quotations for new iron 
rails, to be ready next spring, because we may be upon the eve of greater and more 
surprising events than those which have hitherto baffled every forecast, and dis- 
turbed every calculation.—G. Bar_ry Toms and Co.
